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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the objection for "the cell of tissue" has been overcome. The 
1 12-2nd relating to the recitation of "genetic capacity" is withdrawn. However, the rest of the 1 12-2nd rejection remains. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are largely duplicative of those 
previously presented and have already been addressed, and the amendments do not overcome the objection for failure to further limit the 
parent claim or the 112-2nd with regard to "obtaining the nucleic acid", as the claims still recite this limitation. In addition, with regard to the 
art rejection, the claims read on "a sequence of amino acids at least 60% identical . . .", while applicant argues that the claim recites "the 
sequence . . .of SEQ ID NO: 2" , the claims actually reads on "a sequence" that has at least 60% identity to SEQ ID NO: 2. 
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
